The Rosary, novenas... 


Devotions—a lost cause?

With Lent each year comes the 
Stations of the Cross and greater 
daily Mass attendance, and an 
increase in Benediction services. 
But. where. are the traditional 
devotions during the rest of the 
year? What has happened to the 
Rosary, the Holy Hour, 40 Hours 
exposition of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment, novenas and other devotions? 


Many parishes in the diocese still 
schedule weekly deyotions, but, 
according to several priests, the 
numbers attending are few. 


AT ST. MARY’S, Escondido, for 
example, a novena and Mass to Our 
Lady of Perpetual Help is scheduled 
every Tuesday evening, though 
“‘mostly elderly people attend,’’ 
according to Father James O’Ma- 
honey, associate pastor. 


In Montclair at Our Lady of 
Lourdes, Our Lady of Perpetual 
Help devotions ‘‘are led weekly by 
Father John Horvath, a retired 
priest, and they draw a small group 
of regulars,’’ said Father Anton 
Sommer, associate pastor. 

After every daily Mass at St. 
Joseph’s Cathedral, San Diego, 
there is a Rosary, ‘‘and approxi- 


' mately 100 people per day partici- 


pate,’’ according to Msgr. Anthony 
Giesing, rector. 

ALSO attracting a small corps of 
regulars, he said, are the Sunday 
afternoon Holy Hour and _ the 


Evening of Recollection sponsored 
by the Blue Army of Fatima on the 


eves of First Fridays. But, again, 
“‘most of the people are elderly,’ 
said Msgr. Giesing. 

Though the traditional devotions 
may still be found across the 
diocese, ‘‘their popularity has 
waned since the Second Vatican 
Council,’’ according to Father 
Dennis Krouse, chairman of the 
diocesan liturgical commission. 


‘“‘Before the council,’ he: said, 
“the laity packed the churches for 
weekly devotions because it was 
their only chance to fully participate 
in community celebration. The Mass 
was viewed largely as the realm of 
the priest. 


‘BUT THE COUNCIL called the 
laity to be participants in the Mass, 
rather than spectators,’’ he said. 
“The Mass was moved to the center 
of Church life by the Fathers of 
Vatican II because they feared that 
devotions were overshadowing it.’’ 


He said that there are two types of 
prayer. There is public prayer, the 
prayer of the whole Church associ- 
ated with the Eucharist, the 
sacraments and the Liturgy of the 
Hours. And there is private prayer, 
the formula prayers and devotions 
which may be held in groups, in 
preparation for public worship. 

“The council said that devotions 
should reflect the liturgy and before 
Vatican II, the devotional life of the 
people did not do that,’’ Father 
Krouse said.

Study blames Pope's letter not

NEW YORK (NC)—A new study, 
‘Catholic Schools in a Declining 
Church,’’ co-authored by the priest- 
sociologist Father Andrew M. Gree- 
ley, blames the 1968 encyclical, 
Humanae Vitae, for most of the 
decline in American Catholic prac- 
tices in the last decade. 


The encyclical reaffirmed Church 
prohibitions of artificial contracep- 
tion. 


IN A TWO-HOUR press confer- 
ence, Father Greeley commented 
about the 483-page study by the 
National Opinion Research Center 
(NORC): “If I were a bishop, and 
saw this information, I would 
consider it serious enough to call a 
panic meeting.’’ 

The NORC study predicted that 
the trends of the last 10 years would 
continue unabated to produce a 


-Church that is ‘“‘hardly recogniz- 


able’’ as the Church 
post-Vatican II era. 


Only one-third of American Cath- 
olics will attend Mass each week, it 
said; 29 per cent will find themselves 
happy at the prospect of a son 
becoming a priest;_and only one per 
cent. will be active in Church. affairs. 


The study compared two NORC 
national samples of American Cath- 
olics, one taken in 1963 as -the 
Second Vatican Council progressed 
and the other in 1974.

Bishops clarify 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The Presi- 
dent of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB) told a 
House subcommittee that ‘‘it is not 
religious doctrine we wish to see 
enacted into law, it is respect for 
human dignity and human rights— 
specifically...the right to life itself.’’ 


Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin 
of Cincinnati, NCCB head, was 
testifying along with Cardinal Ter- 
ence Cooke of New York during 
hearings on constitutional amend- 
ments to restrict abortion. 

CARDINAL COOKE, Chairman of 
the NCCB Committee for Pro-Life 
Activities, said that the bishops do

It said that 90 per cent of 
American Catholics favor continua- 
tion of their school system, and 80 
per cent would increase their annual 
contributions to the Church to ~ 
sustain the schools. 


Some of the points follow: 


—Only about one-sixth of Ameri- 
can Catholics continue to support 
the Church’s. traditional teaching 
against artificial contraception,. By 
contrast, in 1963, 75 per cent having 
more than 10. years Catholic 
education supported the ban. 


—The overwhelming majority of 
American Catholics endorse the 
changes set in motion by the Second 
Vatican Council; 


—The encyclical, Humanae Vitae, 
and not the Council is ‘‘responsible 
for the deterioration of American “ 
Catholicism in the last decade. Had 
it not been for the council the 
deterioration would have been 
worse.’”’; 


—The correlation between. Cath- 
olic school attendance and tolerant 
racial attitudes ‘‘has increased in~ 
the last decade;”’ 


—Catholic schools seem to be 
“‘more important to a Church in 
transition than to a stable Church.’’ 


Father Greeley told reporters that 
leaders of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishofis (NCCB) and top 
officials at the Vatican had been

tradition of dedicating the month of May to 
Marian devotions. ‘‘The practice began in 
the Middle Ages to combat pagan Spring 
fertility rites in Gaul,’’ Father Krouse 
explained. 


‘Ideally, devotions in May, if they flowed 
from the liturgy, would emphasize the Holy 
Spirit because Spring is the liturgical season 
of Easter and Pentecost. 


‘“‘Marian devotions would be more 
appropriate in the Advent and Christmas 
season when Mary plays a prominent role 
liturgically in the Incarnation as the Mother 
of God,’’ he said. 


HE FEELS THE popularity of devotions 
has declined for several reasons. ‘‘When the 


council renewed the liturgical life of the 
Church, changes frequently occurred with- 
out proper teaching and people backed away 
from devotions because of a decline in 
religious spirit and a sense of loss,’’ Father 
Krouse said. — 


Support for devotions declined also 
because the laity now experiences commun- 
ity celebration through fuller participation in 
the Mass, he said. 


“There are also new movements in the 
Church which have devotional character 
such as Charismatic Renewal, Cursillo and 
Marriage Encounter. In many ways these 
movements are rooted in liturgy and 


scripture,’’ Father Krouse said. 


BUT DOES THIS mean that the old time 
devotions are doomed to extinction? Not 
necessarily, according to Father Krouse. 


For instance, some priests and lay people 
still pass the miles of a long trip by praying 
decades of the rosary. In a recent interview, 
Holy Cross Father Theodore Hesburgh, 
University of Notre Dame president, noted 
that he still prays the rosary daily just as he 
celebrates daily- Mass. But he noted that 
devotional prayer life without commitment 
of Christian service is as meaningless as a 
life of service without prayer. 


Father Krouse agreed, saying that 
devotional prayer life in the Church is not 
dead, but it has taken new forms. In'the near 
future, he said, the liturgical commission 
hopes to foster the Liturgy of the Hours, 
lauds and vespers, in the daily prayer life of 
the laity. - 


‘IT IS NOT merely the prayer of priests,”’ 
he said, ‘“but it should be the prayer of all 
baptized Christians. It is the public prayer of 
the Church, and since we are the Church, we 
all should participate.”’ 


But he said that participation in public 
prayer does little good if Catholics have no 
private prayer life. It is here that the old 
style devotions still have a valuable role in 
Catholic life, ‘‘as long as the private 
devotions fit the concept described by 
Vatican Il, stemming from the liturgy or 
public Church prayer’’ Father Krouse said.

Msgr. Clarkin was pastor of Mary, Star of the 
Sea, La Jolla, when he retired in 1969 after 30 years 
there.

Both 
were ordained for the Los Angeles archdiacese back

More to meditate on 


The Southern Cross of March 11, 1976, 
was eagerly read the day of its arrival, as is 
each issue. 


Of particular interest this week was your 
feature article, ‘‘Transcendental Meditation 
not for Catholics’’. My feeling is that you 
have left your readers in a state of limbo. 


However, not me—having just finished 
my first reading of a marvelous article on the 
subject in the March, 1976 issue of St. 
Anthony Messenger, ‘‘Meditation: What? 
Why? - How?’’ by Joseph A. Grassi, 
chairman of the department of Religious 
Studies, University of Santa Clara. 


It is my feeling that Catholics have always 
been told to meditate, but not how. The 
practice seemed to be something reserved 
for monks or cloistered nuns. In your article 
you stated that you met several Catholics 
who claimed TM had helped them. Then you 
quote Father Mangini: “‘We suggest to 
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dissension and stifle growth. 


Without changing any of my theological 
presuppositions, I have found the simple 
psychological technique offered through TM 
to be so successful in relieving tension and 
reducing stress that I have recommended it 
to all my friends including clergy. 


In the 15 months I have practiced TM it 
has not in any way impeded my growth in 
Christ. On the contrary, it has served to 
enhance my spiritual development and I feel 
it has been brought into my life by God. 


TM is by no means a substitute for prayer, 
but in its unique effectiveness in ridding the 
mind of the distracting complexities of 
everyday existence, it has greatly comple- 
mented my prayer life.

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‘A short course of life’ 


- Jogging similar to prayer, says Sister of Mercy — 


By Dan Pitre 


Sister M. Ann Rooney, a 34-year-old 
Sister of Mercy, began ‘‘a short course of 
what life is all about’’ a year ago and she’s 
been ‘‘running”’ with it ever since. 


A therapist at the Mental Health 
Outpatient Clinic at Mercy Hospital, Sister 
Rooney heard that a jogging club had been 
organized for hospital staff. 


IT TOOK HER about a year but she finally 
joined the club,.whose members jog three 
times a week at Balboa Park. However, 
Sister Rooney became so fond of jogging that 
she trades her white habit for sweat togs and 
running shoes for at least an hour each day. 


“After about a month of running, I noticed 
a great similarity between jogging and the 
Spiritual life, mainly prayer,’’ said Sister 
Rooney, who began the life of a religious 17 
years ago. 

After a year of jogging Sister Rooney has 
established some definite ideas on the 
relationship. hetween prayer and jogging, 
which she calls ‘‘a short course of what life is 
all about. 


“WE HAVE TO be consistent’’ in jogging 
and in prayer, she said. ‘‘Prayer life is not 
easy. You have to discipline yourself. It’s the 
same in jogging if you’re going to endure. 


“You have to set a certain amount of 
time,’’ Sister Rooney said, ‘‘preferably the 
same time on a regular schedule. When you 
do, you loosen up. You’re more aware of the 
‘here and now’, instead of focusing on the 
past or future. You’re able to be more aware 
of yourself and what’s around you,’’ she 
said. 

“It is easy to get attuned to nature while 
jogging, which of course leads to creation 
and him as Creator. Prayer allows you to be 
open to the Creator, while jogging can help 
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you be more open to his creation,’’ said the 
jogging Sister. 

“IN JOGGING you're free to let happen 
what happens. It’s the same in prayer,’’ she 


Said. 


The encouragement of others is also 
helpful for endurance in jogging as well as in 
prayer, Sister Rooney. said, especially 
“‘when you have a bad day. They lift you up. 
We need to share our prayer life and our 
experiences with others,’’ she said. 


In January, Sister Rooney ran in her first 
marathon race—26 miles—with 700 others. 
She not only completed the course but was 
only 11 minutes off the T-shirt-winning mark 
of four hours, which was her personal goal. 


“AT FIRST I was disappointed, but then I 
started realizing what an accomplishment it 
was even to finish the race, especially when 
so many who had been training for months 
didn’t. 

““We set our standards according to others 
instead of being and loving ourselves,”’ 
Sister Rooney said. ‘‘We are the first and the 
best if we look at it in our own limitations. If 
God loves us the way we are, then why don’t 
we love and accept ourselves?’’ 


Endurance is as essential tu jogging as it 
is to having an effective prayer life, she said. 
“‘When things start to get tough, such as 
when you’re near the end of your jogging 
time, you must endure,’’ Sister Rooney said, 
adding, ‘‘It’s the same in prayer. 


“PRAYER IS HARD—but it is also easy 
because God is always there waiting for us,’’ 
she said. ‘‘But too often we stop instead of 
enduring. But when you endure you always 
learn something,’’ the Sister said. 


“In anything worth obtaining, you have to 
persevere before you experience the joy of 
achievement. Therefore,’’ Sister Rooney 
said, ‘‘jogging can help you face the 
challenge of a consistent prayer life.’’

Infancy of Jesus 


The Infant Jesus 
_ The Infancy narratives" 
sum up what people - 
believed of the Lord

As we saw in an earlier column, the 
Gospels are not ‘‘lives’’ of Christ, 
biographies in the modern sense of the term. 
They contain a great deal of good historical 
material, but they go beyond history, just as 
their subject, the incarnate Son of God, goes 
beyond history. 


As he is unique, so are they; they are 
transhistorical, inspired interpretations of 
the historical Christ-event in the light of 
post-Resurrection, post-Pentecost faith. 
They are primarily theological, secondarily 
historical. 


IF THIS is true of the Gospels in general, 
it is even truer of those chapters which we 
call the Infancy Gospels: Matthew 1-2 and 
Luke 1-2. These are the wonderful Christmas 
stories, so dear to all of us. It is precisely 
because they are so dear to us that we owe it 
to Matthew and Luke to find out just what 
they were trying to tell us, and a great deal 
of serious and reverent research has gone 
into this endeavor in the past decades. 


It has become increasingly clear that the 
Infancy Gospels are different from the other 
parts of the Gospels, so different as to be in 
a class by themselves. In the first three 
Gospels the accounts of Jesus’ public 
ministry, beginning with the preaching of 
John the Baptist, parallel one another: in 


' amazing fashion. 


It was the public life which formed, little 
by little, the subject matter of the apostolic 
proclamation, as we can see from the early 
sermons recorded in the Acts of the 
Apostles, like Peter’s Pentecost speech 
(Acts 2:22 ff. See also 3:12 ff.). Mark’s 
Gospel, reflects this stage of Christian 
catechesis and contains no Infancy narrative. 


THE EXPLANATION for this would seem 
to be relatively simple: The apostles were 
sent to be witnesses, and they had 
personally witnessed only the public 
ministry. There had been no apostolic 
witness to the birth or childhood of Jesus. 


In fact, for quite a while the early Church 
seems to have had no interest in this phase 
of Jesus’ life. When Matthew and Luke 
expressed such an interest in their Gospels, 
that interest does not seem to have been a 
historical one. 


As mentiong¢ above. the accounts of the 
public life are4vc-<M@ly alike, in spite of 
significant differences. The Infancy Gospels, 
on the other hand, are so different from each 
other as to be,/for all practical purposes, 
irreconcilable. They agree on only three 
points: the . Virgin Birth, the birth at 
Bethlehem, and the raising of the child at 
Nazareth. Apart from these three points of 
convergence, they could be describing two 
different events. 


Attempts have been made in the past to 
make them dovetail, but these attempts have 
been so strained as to be most unconvincing. 
Compare them for yourself. In Matthew you 
have the familiar elements of Joseph’s 
doubts, angels, dreams, the erratic star, 
mysterious strangers from the mysterious 
East, the slaughter of the innocents, the 


flight into Egypt, the return to Nazareth. Not 
a hint of this in Luke. For these and other 
reasons, it is quite generally agreed today 
that these accounts are, roughly speaking, 
about 90 per cent theology and 10 per cent 
fact. 


WHAT, THEN, did Matthew and Luke 
have in mind in composing these stories? It 
would seem that they wanted to give us, 
each in his own fashion, a theology of the 
Incarnation. In addition, each of the 
narratives serves as an introduction to the 
body of the Gospel. 


Each is like the overture to an opera, in 
which the musical themes which will 
be developed at some length in the 
opera itself are stated quite succinct- 
ly. The Infancy narratives sum up what 
the Apostles and the Christians of the 
first century had learned, over the years, to 
believe of the Lord: who He was, what He 
came to do, how He was received by various 
classes of people. 


In Matthew, Jesus is presented as son of 
David, king of the Jews. He is acknowledged 
by the Gentiles (symbolized by the Magi), 
rejected and persecuted by His own people 
(Herod). The rest of the Gospel presents 
Him as the prophet like Moses forming the 
new people of God. The excitement at His 
birth, the persecution of the male children 
by the ruler, the flight to and return from 
Egypt likewise suggest the career of Moses, 
especially as that career is described with 
additional details in extrabiblical stories. 


EVEN STRUCTURALLY, Matthew’s In- 
fancy Gospel is a prelude to the body of the 
Gospel, which is made up of five booklets, 
each containing a narrative and a long 
discourse of Jesus. By anticipation, the 
Infancy Narrative is built around five explicit 
Old Testament citations. 


In Luke, everything is ordered to the 
coming of salvation: its forerunner, John the 
Baptist, Mary, the mother of the Messiah, 
the joy of Elizegggth and John at the presence 
of Christ, thesjoy of the shepherds, of 
Simeon and Anna, and even to some extent 
of the scribes and doctors. There is also a 
prediction of His future reception by others. 


- This abundance of messianic joy runs all 


throughout the Gospel and has a parallel in 
Luke’s own account of the history of the 
Infant Church in the Acts of the Apostles: 
Christians rejoicing in the salvation they 
know has come to them through Jesus. 


Jerusalem and the Temple occupy a 
central place in the theology of Luke’s 
Gospel. And so the Infancy Narrative opens 
in the Temple with the annunciation of John 
the Baptist’s birth, climaxes in the Temple 
with the Presentation of the Infant Jesus, 
and closes in the Temple with the finding of 
the child Jesus after three days. 


This is admittedly jut a thumbnail sketch 
of a very complex subject.-For a fuller 
appreciation of the theological riches 
contained in these chapters, consult a good 
modern commentary, like The Jerome 
Biblical Commentary.’’ If this is not 
available, read these chapters with close 
attention to the explanatory: notes in the 
“‘New American Bible.”’

Why don’t families do things together 
more often? 


Frequently, it’s because too many 
members are too busy ‘“‘doing their own 
thing.’’ They’re not very often together to do 
things—and, when they are together, the 
experience is so unusual that they don’t 
know what to do or how to act! Before 
families can do things together more often, 
they have to be together more often—really 
together, in a tightly knit community of 
mutual love and common purpose. 


FATHER PATRICK Peyton has popular- 
ized the motto, ‘‘The family that prays 
together stays together,’’ and the Second 
Vatican’ Council callec the family ‘“‘the 
domestic church.’’ Thus, the family is the 
fundamental Christian community—the unit 
from which the parish, the diocese and the 
universal Church are built. 


The Christian family shares not only a 
natural life in common but a supernatural 
life in common—the life of Christ which is at 
the heart of truly ‘‘graceful’’ living. To 
nourish that life, there should be family 
prayer around the dinner tabfe and family 
Communion around the table of the Lord. 


But as the sacrifice of Christ was for all 
persons, the family nourished by His Body 
and Blood will experience both spiritual 
satisfaction and spiritual hunger. The 
satisfaction will come from being guests at 
the table of the Lord; the hunger, the 
dissatisfaction, will come from the fact that 
there are not more guests at the Lord’s table 
and from the fact that many of the guests 
and potential guests show signs of suffering 
and pain. 


THE MEMBERS of a holy and sensitive 
family blessed by God with both faith and 
supernatural life will frankly grow uncom- 
fortable with themselves if they do not share 
their treasure of faith with those who lack it 
and the necessities of life with those who are 
without them. é 


Then the family will want to do things 
together more often! The children will be 
eager to sacrifice with their parents for those 
around the corner and around the world who 
are in need; they will be quick to sense 
injustice and to ask the help of their family . 
that they might combat it. Parents will not 
be reluctant to ask their children to join them . 
in prayer for others; they will not be 
reluctant to remind their children that others 
shalt know we are Christians by our love: 


The family which is truly Eucharistic 
remembers that Jesus said: ‘‘This is My 
Body which will be given up for you!”’ Like 
Jesus, the Christian family becomes 
self-sacrificing. In other words, they become 
transformed by the Spirit of God; they 
become an example to the world. 


SUCH A family is living out the 
implications of another sacrament, another 
outward sign of God’s love. The sacrament 
of confirmation, the commissioning cere- 
mony for those committed to the public 
service of God, confers the strength of 
Christian maturity to bear the responsibility 
of bringing faith and food to a world sorely in 
need of both. 


The family whose members are confirmed 
in God’s love and are nourished frequently 
at the Lord’s table will find itself playing, 
praying and planning together more often to 
do not their own thing but God’s. ;

_ First of the great 
reforming prophets

Most religious leaders come across as: 


refined and cultured people. Education irons 
out their rough spots and standards of 
politeness nudge them toward a kind of 
understated elegance. This is not quite so 
true of many of the biblical leaders. 


Amos was unashamedly a mountaineer 
who had no intention of hiding his rustic 
ways bred into him as a farmer and 
shepherd. The day he addressed the 
fashionable ladies of a Samaritan women’s 
club as “‘cows of Bashan’’ dispelled any 
illusions that he fancied games of tact and 
diplomacy. 

Born in Tekoa around 750 B.C., his main 
concern was to take care of his sheep and his 
sycamore trees. He never dreamed of being 
a prophet. But once the Lord called him, he 
went right to the task with characteristic 
brusqueness. , 


AMOS WAS the first of the great 
reforming prophets. As a genuine social 
critic he was horrified by the people’s 
departure from even the simplest standards 
of decency. He was shocked by the luxury 
and self indulgence of the rich who slept on 
beds of ivory, gorged themselves on lamb 
and wine and smelled of sweetest perfume 
while treating the poor unjustly and ignoring 
their basic needs. : 


The rich cushioned their consciences by 
ostentatious participation in liturgy and the 
practice of ceremonial pieties. They used 
religion as an excuse for not having social 
concern. Even degrading aspects of their 
piety did not shame them. Fathers and sons 
sinned with the same woman, even in the 
shadow of the royal chapel at Bethel. 
Moreover, they drank themselves to a stupor 
there with money collected from unfair fines. 


Thus it is easy to see why Amos attacked 
the liturgy of such an immoral people. ‘I 
hate, I spurn your feasts. I take no pleasure 
in your solemnities...If you would offer me 
holocausts, then let (your) justice surge like 
water’’ (5:21, 24). Amos had no objection to 
liturgy itself. He was opposed to an immoral 
people who hypocritically used worship as a 
cloak for their malice. 


SPLENDID SACRIFICES, immense feast 


day crowds and majestic music are not a 
substitute for clean lives. His eye was on the 


heart, not the ceremony. He fought for. a 
worship allied to a quest for social justice. 


Amos was the first to preach that God was 
the Lord of every country. It was commonly 
thought that each people had its own god. 
Even Israelites thought this way. They 
thought their God was greater than the other 
ones, but somehow thought the other ones 
existed. Amos corrected that false impres- 
sion. There is only one real God. 


Amos focused the major effort of his 
ministry on the royal sanctuary city of 
Bethel. He faced a tough audience. The city 
was enjoying a booming economy due to 
several successful wars. The merchant 
princes were living high. In the golden glow 
of this prosperity the people could scarcely 
believe that the doom perceived by Amos 
could really happen. 


AMOS WAS no expert on international 
affairs, but he knew about a powerful 
Assyrian neighbor and understood how 
moral decadence was the normal prelude to 
impending disaster. He told the business 
leaders: ‘‘Your wife shall be made a harlot in 
the city. Your sons and daughters shall fall 
by the sword.”’ (7:17) 


To those prosperous- burghers, Amos 
appeared as a religious crank, a figure of 
fun shouting his foolish doomsayings. 
Spoiled children mocked him in the streets, 
aping his mountain twang and unsophisti- 
cated ways. 


_ Eventually, the city leadership tired of 
him and insisted that Amaziah, president of 
the royal chapel, get rid of this pest. 
Amaziah devised a treason charge and used 
it as a pretense to drive him out the city 
gates. “Off with you’ visionary!...Never 
again prophesy in Bethel, for it is the king’s 
sanctuary and a royal temple.’’ (7:21, 13) 


THE SHORT MINISTRY of Amos gave to 
the world one of the first documents of social 
protest. He identified with the poor and 
unjustly treated. He proclaimed an ethical 
God who is affronted by worshipers who use 
religion to mask and justify immorality. 


Rough hewn as he was, Amos yet loved 
his people and took no pleasure in the doom 
that awaited them. He scourged the people 
because he loved them. He wept over them 
because they loved neither God nor man. . 


Amos, lend us your spirit. 


Lessons of Christian Life - 


What the infancy of © 
_ Jesus teaches about 


_ Christian maturity

The New Testament gives us two beautiful 
yet quite different stories about the birth and 
childhood of Jesus, those by Matthew and 
Luke. All of us are familiar with the scenes 
described in each: 


Matthew’s account of the announcement 
of Jesus’ birth to Joseph, the adoration of 
the Magi, the flight into Egypt and the 
slaughter of the innocents; Luke’s descrip- 
tion of annunciation to Mary, the births of 
John and Jesus, the homage of the 
shepherds, the presentation and the finding 
in the temple. These simple yet profound 
stories have much to tell us both about Jesus 
and about ourselves. 


MATTHEW BEGINS his story with a 
genealogy that stresses that Jesus is the 
“son of David; son of Abraham.’’ Its 
purpose is to tell us that Jesus is, like us, a 
true man, but that this man Jesus whose 
virginal conception (1:20-23) is the work of 
God, not man, is the promised one of Israel, 
the seed of David the mighty king and also 
the seed of Abraham and therefore the one 
“in whose name all the nations of the earth 
will be blessed’’ (Genesis 12:3). 


The one to be born of Mary, Joseph’s 
wife, is therefore the one who would bring to 
fulfillment the promises made of old to 
Abraham, the father of all those who 
believe. 


The utterly unique character of Jesus is 
brought out by Matthew in his account by 
the name that Joseph is instructed to give to 
Him, for He is to be called Jesus, which 
means ‘‘Yahweh—the one true God— 
saves,’’ and Emmanuel, which means God 
with us (1:21,23). That the saving mission of 
this holy one of God is to embrace all men is 
stressed by Matthew when he tells us of the 
adoration of the Magi. 


WHAT IS MORE, we learn from Matthew 
that this Jesus is to be a new Moses, for like 
Moses of old He is called by God from Egypt 
to fashion a new people and be their leader. 
In fact, one of the major themes running 
throughout the entire Gospel of Matthew is 
here foreshadowed, for in his Gospel, Jesus, 


’ the definitive Word of God to man, is the 


new Moses, the new lawgiver, the one who 
is to bring the people of God the words of 
divine life. 


From Matthew’s Gospel of the infancy we 
learn that we are to be the people of this new 
Moses, -whom we are to adore as did the 
Magi, welcoming Him into our hearts. Like 
Joseph, from whose perspective Matthew 
tells the story of Jesus’ birth and early 


infancy, we, His people are to be upright and 
ready to carry out unquestioningly and 
readily what the Lord dirécts us. He; the 
Messiah, is our true king (cf 2:2) and it is His 
reign that we are to let live in our hearts. 


LUKE’S ACCOUNT is markedly different- 


from that of Matthew, yet the truths he 


“communicates to us about Jesus and 


ourselves converge with those disclosed in 
the Matthean version. Luke tells his story 
from the perspective of Mary, Jesus’ 
mother. He parallels the annunciation and 
birth of Jesus with the annunciation and 
birth of John, His precursor, and weaves 
into his account Old Testament citations in a 
very simple and almost unnoticeable way. 


Matthew introduces them solemnly in 
keeping with his purpose of showing that 
Jesus is the long-awaited Messiah and the 


bearer of the promises of old. Like Matthew, . 


Luke presents Jesus as the anointed of God, 
the Messiah, yet he stresses that Jesus is to 
be the holy one of God, the Son of the Most 
High who will bring to completion the saving 
work of God (cf 1:32, 2:30). 


In his account Luke stresses the role of 
Mary, the humble virgin’ who found favor 
with God (1:30) and the shepherds, who 
personify the poor and the lowly, the 
“remnant”’ that God has kept faithful to 
Himself. Here we see themes that will come 


up time and again in Luke’s Gospel, for in it — 


he stresses the love that God and Jesus have 
for the weak and the powerless, for those 
who are humble of heart. 


LUKE DOES not preface his story of 
Jesus’ birth with a genealogical table, 
although he does provide one later in his 
Gospel (3:23-38). His genealogy differs from 
Matthew in that he traces Jesus’ ancestry 
back to Adam and not simply to Abraham, to 
emphasize the solidarity of Jesus with all 
mankind. 


There is much in Luke’s infancy account 
that bears on Christian maturity. For us to 
mature as disciples of Jesus, Son of the Most 
High God, we must be like Mary and 
shepherds, like Simeon and Anna. . 


By this Luke means that we can grow up in 
Christ and take possession of ourselves as 
He wills us to only if we are humble of heart 
and poor in spirit, ready to,let ourselves be 
possessed by Jesus and His Spirit, ready to 
give ourselves away to Him in love so that 
we can in truth come into possession of 
ourselves. 


Like John the Baptist too, whose birth 
parallels that of Jesus in Luke’s account, we 
must be willing to prepare His way and serve 
Him.

FUE LA VIDA publica que formo, poco a 
poco, la materia sujeto de Ia proclamacion 
apostolica, como podemos ver desde los 
primeros sermones inscritos en los Hechos 
de los Apostoles, como el discurso de 
Pentecostes de Pedro (Hechos 2:22 ss. Ver 
tambien 3:21 ss). El_Evangelio de Marcos

Famous conversions in American Catholic history 


By Msgr. John Tracy Ellis 


Msgr. Ellis is professor of Church history at the 
University of San Francisco and author of several 
major works on American Catholicism. 


The twice Pulitzer Prize winning playwright, 
Tennessee Williams, a convert to Catholicism? 
‘‘Impossible’’ may well have been the reaction of 
more.than the fans of A Streetcar Named Desire 
when they heard the news in 1969. 


For some that event may have become more 
credible on the score of what the financial expert, 
John Moody, himself a convert, once remarked: 
“The general public...finds it difficult to understand 
converts, unless the latter are authors.’’ 


AUTHORSHIP MAY,. indeed, lend a certain 
plausibility, but with the general decline since the 
1960s of religious interests, even an author’s 
conversion may present a puzzle. It would not, 
however, puzzle Clare Booth Luce, a convert in 1946, 
who declared in an interview in June, 1974: 


‘‘No man can live and no society can survive for

very long without a religion and a faith of some sort 
that explains man’s nature and the meaning of his 
life and death.’’ 


‘The revolution through which of late the world has 
been passing has taken its toll in virtually every 
aspect and category of human affairs, and, except 
for fundamentalist groups, all organized religious 
bodies in the Western world—except in Africa— 
have seen a drop in conversions at least equal to that 
recorded for the Catholic Church of the United 
States. The U.S. Church’s 1959 total of 146,212 
converts had by 1973 been cut almost in half, to 
74,741. 


IT SEEMS GENERALLY agreed that Ke advance 
of secularism, plus the ecumenical movement of the 
last decade, account in part for this decline. Among 
the good effects of Vatican Council 1! has been the 
inducement for many Catholics to take a more 
mature attitude toward their faith, reconciling them 
to the fact that to many of life’s ultimate questions 
there is no answer this side of eternity. 


In a word, it has helped them to learn to live with

mystery. If they rightly conclude that the Church 
still has more answers to ultimate questions than 
any living institution, their once naive belief that she 
had all the answers is no longer operative. 


From the dawn of European settlement on the soil 
of what became the United States, men and women 
have sought answers to ultimately unfathomable 
questions, and in their search many have found a 
haven from their doubts within the Church of Rome. 
Their number is known to God alone, but among the 
earliest would have been those native Indians, 
relatively few in number, who responded to 
missionary efforts. 


IN. POINT OF time they were followed. by the 
small group of New England Protestants taken. to 
Canada as captives during the Anglo-French wars of 
the 17th and 18th centuries, where some remained 
and adopted the prevailing religious beliefs and 
practices of that French colony. 


Nor should it be forgotten that Maryland, founded 
in part as a refuge for persecuted English Catholics, 
owed its origin to a convert, Sir George Calvert, who 
in becoming a Catholic about 1625 had jeopardized

Moreover, the continuance of Catholic life in 


Maryland depended not only on those who had been 
Catholics from birth but, too, on stalwart families 


like the Brookes and Taneys, ancestors of U.S. Chief : 


Justice Roger Brooke Taney, who, once converted, 
remained true to their conscience despite complete 
civil ostracism. 


ONLY WITH THE Revolutionary generation, 


received in 1809 and died as fifth archbishop of 


‘Baltimore in 1851, and the last, Duane G. Hunt, was 


bishop of Salt Lake City for more than 22 years 
before his death in 1960. 


The most distinguished: name among these 
prelates, however, was that of James Roosevelt 
Bayley, nephew of St. Elizabeth Seton, member of 
the family of the two Roosevelts who were 
Presidents, and eighth archbishop of Baltimore at 
his death in 1877. 


A RATHER MARKED increase of conversions 
from around 1830 up to the Civil War prompted 
some to hope that the American Church might 
duplicate the Oxford Movement then at its height in 
England. The English experience was not repeated 
here, but it was in this same period that Isaac T. 
Hecker and his convert priest companions founded 
the Paulist Fathers, and that the nationally-known.- 
philosopher, Orestes Brownson, and the Protestant 
Episcopal Bishop of North Carolina; Levi Silliman 
Ives, entered the Church. 


Somewhat akin to these were a number of 


. journalists such as Jedediah V.. Huntington of the 


Metropolitan Magazine and the Saint Louis Leader, 
John R. G. Hassard of the New York Tribune and 
James A. McMaster of the New York Freeman's 
Journal, a group to which there were added in the

Broun.

These were 
men and women often belonging to families of 
means and social prominence such as Elizabeth 
Bayley Seton, the first native of the U.S. canonized 
by the Church, John Thayer of stout New England 
Protestant background who became a priest, and 
Thomas Sim Lee, governor of Maryland during the 
Revolution, who embraced the faith about 1800. 


The previous relationship to the Church-of such 
converts, presented no set. pattern. If Lee’s 
acquaintance came originally from his ‘devout 


Catholic wife, there were others who enjoyed no — 


such gentle introduction, people whose experience 
was more like that of the greatest English convert of 
the century, John Henry Newman, who less than a 


-year before his reception stated: 


“| have ne existing sympathies with Roman 
Catholics; | hardly ever, even abroad, was at one of 
their services; | know none of them, | do not like 
what | hear of them.’ 


THEIR MOTIVATION in most cases was a matter 
between God, themselves, and their directors, for 
few have written spiritual ‘autobiographies such as 
The Seven Storey Mountain by the famous Trappist 
convert, Thomas Merton. 


Limitation of space precludes anything more than 
a sampling here of conversions to Catholicism in the 
U.S. For example, among the converts were 15 
members of the hierarchy—five archbishops and 10 
bishops. The first of these, Samuel Eccleston, was 
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1925 added an honored name to the list. 


CERTAIN BISHOPS and priests of the American 
Church have held a special attraction for men and 
women interested in the Catholic faith. Such was the 
case with Philadelphia’s. Bishop Francis Patrick 
Kenrick furing the 1830s and 1840s, as it has been 
true now for almost a half century with Archbishop 
Fulton J. Sheen. 


The listing of men and women who became 
Catholics in the U.S. presents no difficulty for the 
historian. It is quite another matter, however, to 
analyze deeper matters such as the reasons that lay 
behind their move, the sharp drop in conversions 
during the past 15 years, and the psychological 


development that subsequently led some to depart 


Catholicism again for another communion or to lapse 
into unbelief. 


WHO BUT GOD and the men in question could, 
for example, explain that in 1849 two New York 
Episcopalian clergymen, John Murray Forbes and 
Thomas Scott Preston, entered the Catholic Church - 
together, were ordained to the priesthood, only to 
have the former return 10 years later to the 
communion of his birth, while the latter remained a 
Catholic priest until his death 42 years later?

U.S. money aids 
killing in Ireland 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
Conttibutions from people in 
the United States are being 
used to buy guns and 
explosives in Northern Ire- 
land and are ‘‘helping to kill 
or maim Irish men and 
women of every religious 
persuasion,’’ Irish Prime 
Minister Liam Cosgrave said 
here. 


U.S. contributors ‘‘are not 
helping, whatever they may 
think, to bring an end to what 
they call the British presence 
in Ireland,’’ Cosgrave said in 
a speech to a joint session of 
Congress. 


HE POINTED out that the 
British government has for- 
mally declared that it would 
support Irish unity if and 
when a majority of the people 
of Northern Ireland accept it. 


British officials have said 
that Irish-Americans are the 


principal source of guns and. 


money. in the guerrilla cam- 
paign being waged by the 
Irish Republican Army (IRA), 
an organization outlawed in 
both Northern Iréland and 
the Republic of Ireland, to 
end British control of North- 
ern Ireland. 


U.S. authorities have not 
found much evidence to 
indicate widespread gun- 
running activity from the 
U.S. to Ireland, ‘although 
several U.S. residents have 
been convicted or indicted 
on gun-running charges. 

COSGRAVE TOLD Con- 
gress that, since violence 
erupted on a large scale in 
Northern Ireland in 1969, 
about 1,400 persons have

been killed there—the equiv- 
alent in terms of relative 
population to 200,000 deaths 
in the U.S. 


Some Americans ‘‘contrib- 
ute in the most direct way 
possible”’ to that violence by 
knowingly sending military 
goods to Northern Ireland, 
he said. 


‘A larger number of Amer- 
icans, either knowingly or 
unknowingly, have contrib- 
uted to “‘organizations nom- 
inally engaged in relief work 
which have used that money 
to buy guns and explosives,’’ 


“he added. 


Such people, he said, ‘‘a 
clearly and directly aontian 
ing any possible hope of- 
realizing the traditional aim 
of Irish nationalism to which 
they would claim to be 
committed—the establish- 
ment of harmony and a sense 
of common identity between 
‘Protestant, Catholic and 
dissenter’ in Ireland.’’

‘Show business’ helps students to play and pray together 


By Michael Newman 


When the curtain rings down on Annie 
Get, Your Gun at the Saints Gym next month, 
they will have proved once again that 
“‘There’s no business like show business,’ 
in the words of the show’s most popular 
song. 


And “‘they”’ are the ‘students and faculty 
of St. Augustine, Rosary and Our Lady of 


» Peace schools who have shown for five years 


now that a good stage musical is also good 
school cooperation, good community and 
good Christian action. 


AFTER FIVE YEARS, music director 
Sister Sharon Ann Breden and stage director 
Michael Greenwald look back. ‘‘For our ‘first 
attempt, Fiddler on the Roof, we had no 
space no budget, no tradition, but lots of 
enthusiasm,’’ they tell you. ‘‘And it 
worked.”’ 


As the curtain—an imaginary one—rises 
on Annie during April 1 through 4 this year, 
the tri-school tribute to the nation’s 
Bicentennial Year will prove that there’s ‘‘no 
business like show business’’ for getting the 
boys and girls together as a community, to 
share talents and to share time. 


These three Catholic schools share Christ, 
too, among the stage props and the 
costumes, the instruments and the spot- 
lights, and greasepaint and the songs. The 
Mass they celebrate together as an acting 
community at rehearsals and before 
performances may center around a stage 
prop for an altar, but Christ is there with 
them. 


THIS YEAR THERE will be tears amid 
the smiles as the cast of 87, and more than a 
perform Annie—tears 
because the original production team is 
losing a second member. ‘‘Coach’’ Sister 
Sharon is off to Philadelphia for two 
years—leaving Michael Greenwald, director 
since the start, as the last of a trio, Former 
choreographer Kathy Herb, the third 
original team member, went off to join a 
circus. 


“T think we have nurtured the talents of 


_gur young people, given them something of 


great value and lasting worth in activity, 
friendships, the experience of community 
and an appreciation of one another,’’ says 
the departing musical director. 


“*And we have brought out so many of the 
ideals for which we strive in Catholic 
education to make our schools ‘different,’ ’’ 
she adds. 


THE FIRST ATTEMPT at tri-school 
cooperation in musicals was in 1971. with 
Fiddler on the Roof. It began with no budget, 
no assurance it would sell, ‘‘50 inexperi- 
enced students and no large staff to handle 
the work,’’ as the directing team explain. 


The result: an outstanding success, 
standing room only every night for a 
December series of shows at Rosary 
auditorium. 


In the Spring of 1973 the expanded cast 
from the three schools was augmented still 
further to include young boys from St. 
Patrick’s, St. Didacus and Blessed Sacra- 
ment schools for Oliver. For that show they 
moved to the present site, the gymnasium of 
St. Augustine’s, with its larger accommoda- 
tions. 


THE CAST NUMBERED 81, and such was 
the talent available that some parts were 
doubled. The previous success of Fiddler 
mae Oliver an assured sell-out from the 
start. The regular performances were 
increased to include two special matinees for 
1,500 7th and 8th graders from feeder 
schools and a video tape made for Mercy 
Hospital’s patients. 

But it was found that the long, two 
weekend run that year was too exhausting 
for all.concerned, so the following year, 
1974, with Li’] Abner as the choice and a cast 
of 74, they returned to one weekend of shows 
at the end of March. 


That was the year John Castallanos took 
over the lead unexpectedly only three weeks 
before the opening and became a hit. Now 
he’s back from local college, as one of 
several alumni, helping with current 
rehearsals. Kathy Herb, the original 
choreographer, left after Abmer and in 
somewhat traditional fashion went off to join 
the circus of Ringling Brothers, as a clown.

Upon his return to Baltimore from Rome, 
the newly-invested Cardinal Gibbons was 
welcomed by a magnificent demonstration in 


@ which the whole nation participated, and he 


was beset by his first grave problem, 
“internal disharmony on the question of 
Catholic education. 


Discussion on this controversy should be 
preceded by a word on the most ambitious 
educational undertaking yet made by the 
American hierarchy, founding The Catholic 
University of America. The establishment of 
a central institution for higher learning had 
been seriously broached as far back as 1866, 
in the Second Plenary Council of Baltimore, 
but definitive action was not taken until the 
next council in 1884. 


NO UNDERTAKING was more bitterly 
“opposed. Even the site of the university was 
disputed and not without cause. Happily the 
project was carried through and classes were 
inaugurated in Washington, D.C., Novem- 
ber, 1889. 


The nation’s bishops also ienae for a 
parochial school system. Institutions with 
Catholic teachers on a par with state schools 
had been the ideal since the establishment of 
the hierarchy in 1790. 


In 1829, the First Provincial Council of 
Baltimore set down directives which have 
been in yogue ever since. But it was only the 
Third Plenary Council that explicitly directed 
that a parochial school was to be set up in 
every parish within two years saying: 


“NO PARISH IS complete until it has 


schools adequate to the needs of the 
children, and the pastor and people of such a

parish should feel that they have not 
accomplished their entire duty until the want 
is supplied.’’ 


In some areas compromises were arranged 
with state educational authorities. One such 
compromise, championed by Archbishop 
John Ireland of St. Paul, was the so-called 
Faribault Plan. Catholic schools were rented 
to the local government, which in turn, hired 
Catholic teachers, usually Religious to staff 
the institution. 


The Faribault Plan allowed a specified 
number. of hours each week for religious 
instruction after the conclusion. of the 
normal day’s activities. This plan precipi- 
tated the celebrated school controversy of 
1891-1892. The case was widely discussed 
and finally referred to Rome, where the 
Sacred Congregation of Propagation of the 
Faith backed the plan. 


ALTHOUGH THE Roman decision gave 
Archbishop Ireland and his sympathizers a 
victory, the uproar caused in its connection 
brought about the discontinuance of the plan 
shortly thereafter. But controversy strength- 
ened the bishops in their determination for 
Catholic elementary schools, revealing, as it 
did, the need of a unified approach on the 
matter. 


Recognition of Laity 


The year 1889 witnessed the first Catholic 
Lay Congress which convened at Baltimore 
in November. The success of the congress 
worried more conservative members of the 
hierarchy who felt that it overly stressed the 
layman’s role in the Church’s administrat- 
tion. 


At the close. of the congress, though,

Archbishop Ireland enthusiastically wel- 
comed the cooperation of the delegates in 
the work of furthering Catholic aims: 


“NOW, DO NOT go back to sleep and 
slumber, as in the past—go back to work. Go 
back inspired, go back true Catholics and 
live like Catholics, and God will bless you. 
For my part I am overjoyed to see so many 
laymen, overjoyed to listen to such 
magnificent discourses and such grand 
papers, and to have realized that there is 
among our Catholics in -America so much 


talent, so much strong faith. 


“As one of your bishops, I am ashamed of 
myself that I was not conscious before this of 
the power existing in the midst of the laity, 
and that I have not done anything to bring it 
out. But one thing I will do, with God’s help. 
In the future I shall do all I can to bring out 
this power. I assure you, in the name of the 
bishops and priests,- that we will lead, but I 
shall be very glad to see you get ahead of us 
in something. May God bless you and Sis 
you in your work,’’ he said.
